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1930 Driest Year 
On Record 


One and one tenth inches of rain 
fell during the past week. This was 
the heaviest rain since July 7 and8, 
1928, when 1.5 inches fell in two 
days. . This rain will do much good, 
but much more rain is needed as the 
subsoil is very dry. 

At Lacombe, the average precipit- 
ation for the 22 years since the Sta- 
tion started has been 17.7 inches. The 
wettest year was 1927, with 25.17 
inches. The weather continued fairly 
wefuntil July 8, 1928, but since that 
date, has been unusually dry. There 
was only 3.97 inches precipitation 
during the last 6 months of 1928, and 
as 1929 was one of the driest years on 
record with only 12.92 inches, the re- 
serve of moisture was exhausted by 
the crops of those years. So far 
1980 has been quite the driest year 
on record with only 5.01 inches pre- 
cipitation to June 24th, and only 1.59 
inches in June. An added difficulty 
has beem that of the 21.9 inches of 
precipitation received since July 8, 
1928, less than 13 inches fell in 
shcwers of a quarter inch or more, 
or sufficiently heavy to penetrate th 
dust. The very high winds which 
stom to accompany dry weather 
have caused very heavy evaporativr 
and below the top ‘foot the soil is 
now very dry. 

The serious losses from soil drift- 
ing and cutworms:are a result of the 
extremely dry weather and this 
may not recurr in many years. Some 
farmens are thinging of  reseeding, 
but only oats for greenfeed should be 
considered. Alaska oats, one of the 
earliest varieties will mature in about 
98 days, but Bamner or Victory oats 
require about 114 days. O.A.C. 21 
barley requires about 101 days to 
mature, which would now mean near- 
ly the end of September and frosted 
barley is of very little use either as 
grain or greenfeed.

: Women Drivers 


Are Vindicated 


Tho woman driver for long has 
been the world’s prize joker. No 
man, whxtever his secret convictions, 
has ever been known to admit that his 
wife should really be allowed out 
with his car. Cartoonists have pic- 
tured women as continually in trouble 
with traffic policemen. Humorous 
writers have found an inexhaustible 
mine of material in this same idea 
th>t women, by scone mysterious pro- 
vision of nature, were not made to 
drive automcbiles, So‘ finfly rooted 
has this theory become to the public 
mind that the news that it has been 
exploded at last is something of u 
shock. It was exploded by the Na- 
tional Safety Council of the United 
States, whose latest statistics show 
that only twenty-five per cent. 
of the total accidents involve women 
driers. 

It is further related that in Mich- 
igan automobile experts tested out 
the reaction of a large number of 
drivezs to sudden emergencies, and 
found that women, were much mere 
repid in responding to the needs of 
the moment than men. A group of 
college girls, indeed completely out- 
nerfor7°> ‘a group of trained tay’ 


Gu.’ more myth of male superior- 
ity thus seems shattered beyond re- 
pair, but if the Safety Council’s fig- 
ures are correct, the latest masculine 
defeat may be worth while after all. 
More women are driving cars all the 
time, ‘it should mean that accidents 
will skow a corresponding decline. 

Something of this sort may already 
be under way, the Safety Council be- 
lieves. While the toll of accidents in 
the United States is constantly in- 
creasing, so is the number of cars; 
but the accidents have decreased about 
16. per cent..in proportion to the num- 
ber’ of ‘cars onthe road. "Phey will 
have to decrease much more thari this, 
however, if the reduction in accidents 
is going to balance the increase in 
cars. The automobile continues to 
be cne cf the most deadly weapons in 
our modern life. 

Another interesting fact shown by 
the Safety Council is that, contrary 
to general belief, structural defects 
in automobiles are the cause of many 
accidents, Last year 15 per cent. of 
the 93,000 accidents recorded in the 
United States were due to such de- 
fects. But this is no reflection on 
the makers of automobiles, for it is 
stated that in almost every instance 
a structural failure is due to the ne- 
glect or misuse of the car. The best 
car may become dangerous if some 
vital part ‘of it is allowed to wear out 
for lack of proper attention. In- 
creased caution by owners in_ this 
matter would reduce the toll of acci- 
dents by a lange number every year. 
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Wm. Begert, of Bentley; met with 
a serious accident on Sunday evening 
last, when his car left the road and 
turned over in the ditch near the Os- 
tercamp farm, north of town. The 
accident was caused by a blowout in 
a front tire, and occurred at a culvert, 
the car going over the end and turn- 
ing over. Mrs. Begert was seriously 
hurt, her leg being broken, and Mrs. 
Parkinson, who was also in the car 
ves badly shaken up. Mr. Begert 
sustained a severe bruising, but 1s 
around again all right. A child who 
was in the car escaped without in- 
jury. Mrs. Begert is reported com- 
ing along favorably at the hospital 
here.

At Moose 
Jaw, for instance, the United Church 
conference comes to the conclusion 
that ‘‘the major responsibility rests 
with the State’’, and a memorandum 
has been sent to the Provincial Gov- 
ernment asking that the Agent Gen- 
eral for Alberta in London do some- 
thing to discourage immégration at 
a time when, it is-the pretty general 
conviction, it is a factor in the unem- 
ployment problem; at least, that by 
not encouraging immigration for the 
present the situation will not become 
aggravated. At Winnipeg, Division 
3 of the Railway Employes Depart- 
ment, American Federation of Labor, 
suggests a 40-hour week as a_ tem- 
porary expedient (and only as a tem- 
porary expedient) and unemploy- 
ment insurance. But at Toronto the
